TOWN WARRANT 
THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


Cheshire, ss.: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Walpole qualified to 
vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House on 
Tuesday the thirteenth day of March next, 1928, at nine o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects: 


Art. 1. To choose a town clerk, one selectman for three 
years, auditors, town treasurer, road agent, collectors of taxes, 
trustees of public funds, surveyors of wood and lumber, fence 
viewers, and all other necessary offices. 


Art. 2. To raise money for the support of the town poor, 
for town library, for cemeteries, to build and repair highways 
and bridges, and such other current and incidental expenses as 
may accrue. 


Art. 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize its select- 


men to raise money on notes of the town for current expenses, 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on 
taxes. 


Art. 5. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to accepting State aid for highway construction, and appro- 
priate money therefor. 


Art. 6. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise such amount 
as recommended by the New Hampshire Highway Department.

Art. 7. ‘To see if the town will appropriate $2,000 to oil the 
streets of Walpole Village and North Walpole, the amount to 
be divided equally. 


Art. 8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate $30 for 
Memorial day. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $250 for applying gravel on the Valley road. 


Art. 10. To see if the town.will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $500 for applying gravel on the River road. 


Art. 11. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to the White Pine Blister Rust; and raise and appropriate $400 
therefor. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote in favor of granting 
permits to druggists for the sale of liquor for medicinal, sacra- 
mental, scientific and mechanical purposes. 


Art. 18. 'To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to finish graveling the road from No. 14 School 
House to Hatch’s Corner. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000 to gravel the road from the foot of Meeting House 
hill to the Kingsbury road. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate money to apply gravel from North Main street to Hub- 
bard farms. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,000 to be used on the Williams road between Walpole 
camps and Ollie Hall’s. 
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Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $500 to apply gravel on the road by the Hall Crossing 
milk station. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,500 to widen the street at the foot of Prospect hill. 


Art. 19. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to be used on Main street in North Wal- 
pole. 


Art. 20. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to be used on Main street in Walpole 
Village. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to purchase a four- 
burner oil stove and oven for the kitchen in the town hall, and 
provide means therefor. 


Art. 22. To see what action the town will take to increase 
the salary of the municipal court justice, and provide means 
therefor. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the 
road, known as Wingate road, from the Pelso place to West- 
moreland line, subject to gates and bars. 


Art. 24. To see if the town will vote to discontinue road 
from Pelso place to Wentworth road at Fred Steinke’s, subject 
to gates and bars. 


Art. 25. 'To see if the town will vote to discontinue road 
beginning at buildings of Fred Howes, going northerly until 


it strikes a junction of 2 roads at Surry line, subject to gates 
and bars. 
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Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $500 for snow fence. 


Art. 27. To see what sum the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate to apply on $5,000 flood note. 


Art. 28. To see if the town will vote to observe Old Home 
day. 


Art. 29. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to improving the town hall stage. : 


Art. 30. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting.

Necessary repairs and unexpected running expenses, not 
provided for in last year’s appropriation, made it necessary to 
curtail the number of new books during the last season, how- 
ever 183 new books have been added, 87 by purchase and 96 by 
oift. 

It was found necessary to repair the roof, build a new bulk- 
head cover and steps and rebuild the large stone chimney from 
the roof up. 

We received $100 from the Quinton fund to help pay this 
last expense. Insurance on the building came due this year 
and an increase in the rent of the Library room at North Wal- 
pole, had to be met. 

It was with great regret that the committee accepted the 
resignation of Miss Frances M. Sabin, who had been a constant 
and faithful librarian for more than thirty years. It is largely 
due to her interest and painstaking care that our library and 
books are in such excellent condition. 

We have been fortunate in securing the services of Miss 
Ola A. Hubbard as librarian. 

The committee wish to express their appreciation for the 
interest in our library, shown by Prof. Charles F. Copeland. His 
reading last summer added a substantial sum to the Copeland 
fund which is set aside for the purchase of worth-while books, 
the price of which is generally above what we might feel war- 
ranted in paying from our regular income.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Walpole. 
I hereby submit my third annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. % 
TEACHERS 
North Walpole is to be congratulated upon the stability 
of its teaching force. In 1924-1925 there were 3 changes, in 
1925-1926 there were 2 changes, in 1926-1927 there was only 
1 change and this year all the teachers returned. 3 
The situation in Walpole is not so encouraging. Out of 
13 teachers 8 were new this year. The record in Walpole High 
school for the last five years has been as follows: 
1923-1924 4 new teachers out of five 
1924-1925 1 new teacher out of five 
1925 1926 3 new teachers out of five 
1926-1927 3 new teachers out of five 
1927 1928 3 new teachers out of five 
(This situation is not peculiar to Walpole but is present in 
many small high schools and a real handicap to consistent high 
standards. Relief from this situation seems to be in sight. The 
State Board of Hducation has established four year courses in 
the two New Hampshire Normal Schools in order to fit New 
Hampshire boys and girls for high school positons. Free tuition 
is given these students and in return they must teach four years 
in the schools of the state. As these four year graduates be- 
come increasingly available this fluctuating condition in the 
small high schools of New Hampshire ought to be stabilized. 


BUILDINGS 
During the summer of 1927 the following repairs and al- 
terations were attended to. 
Cement steps leading up to the Elisha Keep building at 
North Walpole were extensively repaired. The classrooms and 
halls in this building as well as the halls in the John Kilburn 
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building were re-decorated. The side walls were given a coat 
of buff kalsomine, the ceilings whitened and the woodwork and 
desks varnished. A new bulkhead door was built and installed. 
A steel ceiling was put up in the fifth grade room as the plaster 
Was in very bad condition. This room was also fitted with 
good canvas window shades. Four new drinking fountains 
were installed in the North Walpole buildings. 

Electric lights, bulletin boards and cement steps were in- 

stalled at the Ballam school. 
. A small porch was built over the steps at the Drewsville 
school. 

In general the Walpole buildings are in good repair. 

I would suggest steel ceilings at Drewsville and the Bal- 
lam school, electric lights in the Elisha Keep school at North 
Walpole, good canvas shades throughout the John Kilburn 
school and the re-decoration of the rooms in the Walpole High 
school buildings as things that need to be attended to in the 
near future. 


HOOPER INSTITUTE 

The will of the late George L. Hooper leaving his estate 
to the town of Walpole for school purposes provided that there 
should be a building on the property to be called the Frederick 
H. Hooper Institute, ‘‘where agriculture, forestry, botany, de- 
velopment and improvement of the soil by planting and reap- 
ing may be taught young men and women, and where right . 
living and enjoyment of clean and healthy diversions may be 
emphasized.’’ 
) At a joint meeting of the selectmen and the school board 
it was decided that no building on the estate was suitable for 
a school building. After consultation with Mr. Clfford the 
trustee of the estate it was decided to construct a building for 
this purpose. 

A building committee of three was elected to consist of the 
first selectman, chairman of the school board and the super- 
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intendent of schools. This building, situated on the site of the 
old meeting house on Prospect hill, is now nearing completion. 
Plans for the building were drawn by I. W. Hersey of Durham, 
New Hampshire and the construction is in the hands of Mr. 
Don Royce of Walpole. The building is 80x45 with a farm 
shop on the first floor and a large class room on the second 
floor. The building is equipped with cloak rooms, toilets, a 
small club room and a kitchenette. | 

The cost of the building is provided for from the accumu- 
lated interest of the Hooper fund. 


UNION NURSE 
Walpole has joined the other towns of the Union in em- 
ploying Miss Frances Edgett as a Union School Nurse. Miss 
Edgett is at work examining the Walpole pupils and will be 
available at intervals during the remainder of the year. I ask 
for her your cooperation in-caring for the health of the chil- 
dren. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR 

In 1925-1926 the Walpole schools kept 36 weeks (the mini- 
mum required by law) but schools were closed 10 1-2 days for 
holidays, conventions or other causes. This made a total of 169 
1-2 school days. 

In 1926-1927 the school year was lengthened to 37 weeks 
with 9 no-school days which made a total of 176 school days. 

This year our calendar calls for 37 weeks with 7 no-school 
days or a total of 178 school days. | 

If the Walpole schools are to keep pace with the other pro- 
gressive systems of the country we must lengthen our school 
year a bit more. We have however in three years advanced in 
this matter from a position near the bottom of the towns in the 
State to a position above the average for the state as a whole. 
I quote from a report on the inspection of our high schools: 
‘“‘T was pleased to note also that both the Walpole and North 
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Walpole High schools were in session a number of half days in 
excess of the average for the state as a whole.”’ 


SCHOOL BANK 

One of the most important duties of any teacher and one 
which should pervade all her work is the building of character. 
This has in the past been handled rather informally and often 
neglected. 

The State Board of Education has recently recommended 
for use in the New Hampshire schools an outline of work in 
character education and we have during the past year followed 
this outline in the Walpole schools. 

As part of the work in character education there has been 
introduced into the schools a system of school banking giving 
the pupils a chance to deposit a small amount of money re- 
gularly and to receive interest on such accounts. Certainly 
thrift is an important element in character development. It is 
in the growing child that the character of the man is largely 
determined. I hope that the school’s effort to encourage this 
phase of character development may receive the cordial sup- 
port of the parents. 

I wish to express my appreciation of the efforts by the 
parents, School Board and the teaching force toward maintain- 
ing better schools in Walpole. It is this cooperation that makes 
the work effective. 

I invite your careful consideration of the following re- 
ports.

I submit herewith my annual report on the work and con- 
dition of the North Walpole schools. 


TEACHERS 
Our teaching force remains the same as last year. This is 
a desirable conditon as frequent changes weaken the morale of 
the school. The teachers are interested naturally in the ad- 
vancement of their pupils and work for that end. As a result, 


we are fortunate in having an efficient and cooperative work- 


ing group. 


SCHOLARSHIP 
High scholarship is one of the chief aims of a school. To 
acquire it, home study is an absolute necessity. Parents should 
see that their children devote a reasonable time to home tasks.

Figures for Grade 9 and 10 French classes each year show 
that a large number of Grade 8 pupils drop French when they 
enter Grade 9. Grade 8 French is compulsory. Grade 9 French 
is optional. 

Our experience shows that these Grade 8 pupils who drop 
French do not carry away from their year’s study of the 
language a sufficient foundation to justify its continuance as 
a compulsory subject. Therefore I recommend taking French 
from the Grade 8 compulsory list. 2 

If some Grade 8 pupils wish to study French, we can 
form an optional class in this grade on the same basis as the 
optional Latin 8 class. Grade 8 Latin pupils usually continue 
their study of the language through Grade X, at least. 

The Grade 8 schedule provides a period for the boys in 
which we could give them some instruction in mechanical 
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drawing. We have the equipment for this course. I suggest 

the consideration of this installation. Elementary Commercial 

Geography was substituted for French in Grade 7 this year. 
ABSENCE AND TARDINESS — 

A record of 608 absent marks throughout the school for 
January is a very high total for one month. While this is 
unusual, even for a midwinter month, without an epidemic, 
still it is so high that we cannot let it pass unnoticed. With 
eight other months to add, three of them winter months, one 
ean readily see what our yearly total will be unless parents 
help to keep it down. 

The same advice holds true in regard to tardiness. The 
yearly total to date is 172. The cause is almost wholly care- 
lessness and lack of system. This matter also remains in the 
hands of parents for correction. 


SUB-NORMAL CLASS 

Distributed through the grades there is a sufficient num- 
ber of retarded pupils to warrant the formation of a class in 
which these pupils may get special attention for a part of the 
school day to overcome their scholastic defects. The grade 
teacher, faced with the responsibilites of a normal class, can 
give some, but not the necessary sufficient help to these pupils. 
In many cases, special drill in certain subjects would help these 
children very much. This drill could be given in a crea 
class. 


DISCIPLINE 
Conditions for class instruction are good. This means a 
well ordered discipline, vitally necessary to successful teach- 
ing. Minor infractions of rules are to be expected and are 
handled accordingly. Serious cases are rare. 


CHANGES 
The Senior and Junior high recitation periods have been 
rearranged to provide seven 40 and 35 minute periods respec- 
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tively. One 20 minute period completes the day. 

Morning and afternoon recesses have been shortened. This 
change was made to conform with State requirements. 

A telephone has been installed between the John Kilburn 
and Elisha Keep buildings. The eighth grade boys assisted in 
the installation as a project work in their study of the tele- 
phone. 

We are planning to issue soon a school publication. The 
work of gathering suitable material has been somewhat diffi- 
eult owing to the character of the work required and the age 
of the pupils contributing. We hope that these facts will be 
remembered by the readers of our first literary effort. 

With money received from our school entertainment, ath- 
letic equipment, an orthophone and records, and silk flags 
have been purchased for the school. 

Pupils of Grades, 7, 8, 9, and 10 use Russell hall for basket- 
ball. A schedule is followed. A teacher always supervises. 
Rental money will be taken from the athletic entertainment 
fund of $200 voted at the last school meeting. This is the 
first year we have had this fund. Naturally we are careful in 
drawing upon it. 

We feel that a system of athletic training must be built 
up slowly. Opportunity for outside competitive athletics is 
scarce. However, with means afforded for becoming acquaint- 
ed with various athletic games, our boys and girls will be 
trained to compete among themselves and with outside schools. 


RECOMMENDATION 
I recommend the installation of a lighting system in the 
Keep building. On dark days the light is poor in all grades. 
During the winter months, particularly, this is true.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER 
WALPOLE HIGH SCHOOL

I herewith submit my second annual report as headmaster 
of Walpole High School. 


REGISTRATION 

The total registration of the Walpole High school for the 
school year 1927-1928 is 110. This enrollment is distributed as 
follows: Senior High school, 72 pupils, 35 boys and 37 eirlsi 
Junior High school, 38 pupils, 19 boys and 19 girls. 

During the year six pupils have withdrawn or transferred 
from the Senior High school and two from the Junior High 
school, making the enrollment at the present time 66 pupils in 
the High school and 386 in the Junior High. The High school has 
maintained for the first twenty weeks an attendance of 96.2 
percent. This record exceeds the average for the high schools 
of the State. There has been an unusual number of cases of 
tardiness and one day absences for reasons other than sick- 
ness. In this regard we earnestly urged the co-operation of 
the parents in insisting upon the formation of habits of pune- 
tuality and responsibility. 

All of the twelve members of the senior class are in good 
standing at the present time. Hight of the ten graduates in 
the class, 2 of 1927, are now registered in some post secondary 
institution. 


CURRICULA 
The Walpole High school has been certified by the State 
Board of Education as an approved school in Class A. offering 
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courses in three departments of work; viz., College Preparation, 
Agriculture, and Home Economies. The course of study in each 
of these departments has been recently revised to meet the 
requirements of the changing standards. A detailed account 
of the revision was included in my report last year—suffice 
it here to report that the transition to the new curricula has 
been completed and should aid materially in raising the 3 
standards of the school as a preparatory institution. By ad- 
vancing the courses in Physics and Chemistry to the Junior 
and Senior years and addmg a year of mathematics in prepara- 
tion for them, we have been better able to fulfill the standards 
outlined for these courses. The large cabinet which was con- 
structed in the science laboratory provides adequate storage for 
the new apparatus which became necessary when the scope of 
the work in these courses was extended. 

The school has again met the approval of the College Hn- 
trance Certificate Board and bears the privilege of certifying 
pupils as qualified to enter many of the New England colleges 
without examination. For this privilege the school requires a 
scholastic standing of at least 85 percent. 


AGRICULTURAL DEPARTMENT 

The aims of the Agricultural course as offered by Walpole 
High school may be summarized as follows: 

1. To prepare the pupil to meet with growing efficiency 
and happiness the demands of progressive farming. 

2. To meet the present and immediate agricultural needs 
of the pupil who lives on the farm. 

3. To so prepare the pupil that he may enter and carry 
on the work of other Agricultural Institutions of higher level, 
if he so desires. 

This year there are 19 boys enrolled in the Agricultural 
classes, there being 9 Freshmen, 7 Sophomores, 2 Juniors, and 
1 Senior. The Freshman-Sophomore course of study consists 
of problems in Animal Husbandry with related problems in 
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Plant Husbandry, while the Junior-Senior class is studying 
problems dealing with Farm Management and Rural Agricul- 
tural Life. 

Considerable time during the winter months is being spent 
in the shop by both classes. The Freshman-Sophomore class is 
taking up farm projects in woodworking, tinsmithing and 
leatherwork. 

The Junior-Senior class is taking up farm projects in forge 
work and gas engines. A new forge has been added to our 
’ equipment this year which adds materially to the type and 
quantity of work'that we can do. The classes have already 
finished the following projects: 1 stitching horse (for leather 
work), 1 farm anvil (utilizing a portion of an old railroad 
rail), 3 furnaces for heating soldering irons, 2 saw horses and 
numerous other small projects. In iron work our projects deal 
with the proper handling of iron in all forms. In steel, we 
deal with shaping and tempering of punches, drills, cold chisels, 
GG: 

During the fall our school was represented at two Judging 
contests held in the state; one at Hopkinton fair where the 
dairy cattle team was awarded a silver loving cup for obtain- 
ing the second highest score, the other at the University of 
New Hampshire where the woodchopping team won a silver 
loving cup by scoring the greatest number of points. 

Our local Agricultural school fair was held at the Town 
hall, October 21, with a large attendance. 

An acre of potatoes was grown and a small orchard con- 
sisting of 25 trees was started on the Hooper estate. The 
potatoes which were disposed of locally, yielded above the 
average crop for the year in this locality. Reports from those 
who bought the potatoes indicate that they are of good quality, 
both eating and keeping. This coming spring we plan to set 
0,000 4-year old white pine transplants that are being purchased 
from the New Hampshire State Forestry Nursery located at 
Boscawen. Also the orchard project is to be continued by 
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setting out 25 additional trees. Our school greenhouse will be 
run as in previous years. 

Again our school was chosen to receive during the spring 
term a cadet practice teacher in Vocational Agriculture from 
the University of New Hampshire. 

In behalf of the school, I wish to thank the farmers of the 
town for the cooperation given us during the various field 
trips, which add materially to our work. 


HOME ECONOMICS DEPARTMENT 


The courses in Home Economics offered this year are: 
‘‘Textile and Clothing’’ and ‘‘The Home, Its Care and Man- 
agement.”’ 

The aim of the course in ‘‘Textile and Clothing’’ is to 
give the girl an opportunity, through study and experience, to 
acquire a knowledge of textile fabrics and their use in clothing 
and house furnishing. At the completion of her study she 
should be able to select garments more wisely, construct them 
more skillfully, and care more economically for her wardrobe 
and the furnishings of the home. 

There are twelve girls enrolled in this course. At present 
they are working on woolen dresses. They have completed one 
piece each of underwear in addition to projects on patching, 
darning and embroidery. They have formed rules for caring 
for their clothing and have used these rules as a basis for a 
home project on which they have kept a record for a two 
week period. 

The work of the Spring term will include dress accessories 
and millinery. Household linens, and other furnishings, cus- 
tume design, and social relationships. 

The aim of the course, ‘‘The Home, Its care and Manage- 
ment’’ is to enable the girl to plan the home wisely, to care for 
it efficiently, to buy for it economically, and to arrange its 
furnishings attractively. There are eleven girls enrolled in this 
course. They have completed the study of planning and fur- 
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nishing the house. [The work for the remainder of the year will 
include: The management of the house, appliances of value in 
the care of the home, household accounting and budgeting, the 
family income, and the planning and care of the home grounds. 
For practical work in this course the girls are planning to clean 
the Home Economics Laboratory and make new curtains for 
the windows. They will also have the opportunity again to 
furnish and decorate the Model Four-Room cottage at Fenton 
and Hennesseys’ store at Bellows Falls. 

The Junior High school girls are given work in cooking 
and sewing during the year. They learn to use the sewing 
machine, to make simple garments, and to eare properly for 
their own clothing. The girls in the cooking class learn by 
actual experience to prepare and serve simple and wholesome 
meals. They also study the correct methods of preserving 
foods. 


SCHOLARSHIP 

Most of the failures in school work may be attributed to 
inadequate preparation. The organization of the school day 
permits of a certain amount of time to prepare lessons in school, 
but the assignments are necessarily of such a length that only 
an exceptional pupil can expect to complete his preparation 
without devoting to this work a reasonable amount of time 
each evening at home. From an educational standpoint it 1s 
poor policy to grade a pupil in excess of the true value of the 
work which he has done. The new marking system adopted 
last year permits us to report the pupil’s work more accurately. 
Too often pupils are satisfied with a grade less than that which 
they are capable of maintaining. We solicit the cooperation 
of the parents in our efforts to maintain a high standard of 
scholarship and earnestly urge that provision be made for the 
accomplishment of home assignments, that school reports be 
studied and causes of poor marks investigated. 
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To stimulate interest in History the D. A. R. have again 
this year offered prizes amounting to $10.00 for the best essays 
on some historical subject. 


ASSEMBLIES AND SCHOOL PUBLICATION 

The usual provision is made for Chapel periods on Mon- 
day and Friday mornings. On these days the entire school, 
including the Junior High school, is assembled in the main 
room. The Chapel period on Monday is assigned to the various 
classes of the school when they are, in their turn, expected to 
develop some project representative of the work of their par- 
ticular department. This year the programs have been of un- 
usual interest and the value of this preparation to the pupils 
is inestimable. On Wednesday the Chapel period takes the 
form of an organization period when time is allowed for the 
development of the various student activities. The Blue and 
White club provides entertainment for the Chapel period on 
Friday. We have been especially fortunate in the selection of 
outside speakers and entertainers for these programs. It would 
be difficult to acknowledge sufficiently our appreciation for 
the benefits which the school has received in this way. 

The publication of the Warbler will be continued this 
year as a student project aiming to encourage higher standards 
of literary attainment as well as to serve as a medium for re- 
cording desirable student activities. The appearence of the 
mid-winter number in mimeographed form marks the initiation 
of a new policy adopted this year. 


SOCIAL AND ATHLETIC ACTIVITIES 
It is the main function of the school to train pupils for 
citizenship. Our school, in order to attain this objective, must 
provide for the proper organization and supervision of a 
certain number of desirable activities. A schedule of social 
activities was prepared at the beginning of the year with a 
view to improve the regulation of their conduct. Although 
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the number of social functions this year has been less than in 
the previous year, each function has been properly supervised 
and sponsored by members of the teaching staff. 

The school plays as usual, have been under the able direc- 
tion of Mrs. A. P. Davis to whom we owe a debt of gratitude 
for this work. 

Basketball continues to retain its place as the major school 
- sport; the school being represented by a boys’ and a girls’ 
team. Considerable interest has been aroused in support of 
basketball by the offering of a silver loving cup by Dr. Mous- 
ley. The cup is to be presented at the close of the season to the 
player on the boys’ team who, by spectator vote, is considered 
to be the most helpful to the team. The boys’ team at the pres- 
ent time is in a triple tie with Keene and Peterboro for the 
county championship. We are especially indebted to Mr. Caha- 
lane who has refereed, without charge, all of our home games 
and to Miss Pirovano who has devoted many evenings to the 
interest of the girls’ team. 

In behalf of the school I wish to take this opportunity to 
express our appreciation to the townspeople who have so kindly 
contributed, individually and collectively, to the success of the 
school activities during the year.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, , William Slade, Jr.: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the Walpole schools. 

The principal things I have aimed to accomplish are: 

1. The ability to read a considerable proportion of vocal 
music at sight, and to read it so understandingly that the 
message of the composer shall reach the singer just as the 
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message of the writers of prose and poetry reaches the reader. 

2. To appreciate why the great composer is great; to 
perceive the power of his genius and the quality of his mess- 
age. 

3. To have an intimate acquaintance with the life and 
attainments of a few composers. 

4. To be able to use the voice agreeably both in song and 
speech, and to appreciate the sound of the cultured voice as 
it falls upon the ear. 

5. To know the symbols of music as familiarly as we 
know the letters of the alphabet. 

6. To give entertainment to others and to receive it from 
others in terms of music. 

7. To perceive in all good music a gift of worth and 
beauty. 

8. To contribute something of worth to the Community 
activity when called upon. 

9. To guarantee for the boy and girl a manhood and 
womanhood in whose spirit the culture of music will be vital. 

A new set of music books are needed in the grades and 
High school in Walpole and North Walpole. Some new records 
are needed for work in music appreciation at Walpole. 

Last spring an operetta was given by the grades at North 
Walpole. A victrola and some records have been purchased 
there which have been valuable in the work in music apprecia- 
tion and folk dancing.
